The flying World Cup 
striker, currently Hong 
Kong's top goalscorer, left 
Australia last September 
when Marconi sold him to 
Eastern, for an Australian 
record transfer fee of 
$47,000. 

Sharne was signed by 
Eastern on a lucrative con- 
tract for two years, and next 
June is expected to return 
to Australia for a couple of 
weeks holiday to see his 
family, during the Hong 


Kong off-season.

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EDITORIAL 


Eddie Thomson, Sydney City’s coach, has 
upset a lot of people involved in NSW State 
Soccer with a column appearing under his 
name in a Sydney Sunday newspaper. 

The theme of the article was that it'll be a sad 
day for Soccer in Australia when the Philips 
League folds. 

Few people would disagree. It will be a sad 
day. But it will also be a sensible day — bearing 
in mind the crippling cost of running a nation- 
al competition in such a large country. 

Even Eddie Thomson admits he doesn’t 
know how long clubs can continue paying 
their air fares bill. 

Assuming, then, that the PSL in its present 
form will not exist after 1982, where does the 
game go? 

There are two alternatives :— 

@ The national competition can be split into 
geographical sections. 

© Clubs can revert to playing in State com- 
petitions. 

It is when Thomson looks at the second 
alternative that his column angers so many 
people. ; le 

He Suggests that if a crowd-pulling team like 
Sydney Olympic played teams like Bankstown, 
Auburn or Manly, it would no longer attract 
crowds. 

The Sydney City coach misses the real point. 
The sort of State League which could replace 
the PSL would not necessarily include teams 
like Bankstown, Auburn or scab 

An ideal set-up in New South Wales would 
be a 14-team State-wide competition, made up 
of eight Sydney clubs, two from A.C.T., two 
from Wollongong and two from the Newcastle 
area. 

(Country centres need two teams each, not 
one, to preserve continuity for spectators with 
a top game every weekend.) 

The Sydney teams could be the present five 
from the PSL plus crowd-drawers like Croatia, 
Melita and Blacktown. 

Any such “State Super League” would have 
to be controlled by an executive containing 
members from Sydney, Wollongong, the 
A.C.T. and Newcastle. 

This idea has been tossed around quite a bit 
in the past and we believe it was first aired in 
an AUSTRALIAN SOCCER WEEKLY story. 

It has everything going for it and virtually no 
problems. 

Without doubt, Victoria could organise a 
similar State Super League while the other 
States would also look after their own affairs. 

We are convinced this plan is better than the 
proposed regionalised national competition. 

Brisbane Lions and Brisbane City cannot 
attract Spacers to matches in Sydney. The 
two Adelaide clubs are not crowd-pullers 
when they play in Melbourne. 

And even if the present PSL is divided into 
two divisions — north and south — the reduc- 
tion in the air fares bill would not be as big as 
desired. The secretary of the PSL admitted this 
some time ago. 

Now is the time for various State Federations 
to submit their plans for State Super Leagues. 
Let them ated to it before the 1982 season 
slips away from us. 

he new set-up would undoubtedly bring 
bigger crowds to Soccer and would certainly 
slash the ridiculously high travel bills . . . even 
though Eddie Thomson may take some con- 
vincing about bigger crowds.

While commercial television stations have 
often treated Soccer as a minor sport, with 
some channels apparently unaware that the 
code even exists, Soccer has usually been 
given some sort of a fair go on the ABC.

Would you believe . . . not a mention! The 
national station would not even spare five 
seconds in its sporting segment to inform 
viewers that the champions trom Sydney City 
had gone down 2-0 to Canberra. 

Of course, there was ample time for various 
other sports which were of debatable interest. 
There was even some match action from a 
Rugby Union game which was certainly wat- 
ched by a smaller crowd than Canberra Arrows 
and Sydney City drew. 

The commentator who presented the ABC’s 
TV sport that night was Norman May. Probably 
he was not to blame. But somebody was. 

The Australian Broadcasting Commission 
will have to do much better than this.

What a blessing it is that all attempts to 
Americanise our Soccer have failed miser- 
ably. 

It is now very clear the “brains trust” who almost 
persuaded our naive officials to switch to summer 
Soccer and go for the yankee gimmicks, were way 
off mark with their advice. 

For the truth of the matter is, the North American 
Soccer League is ina terrible plight and fighting for 
its existence. _ "4 

Over one third of the teams in the North American 
Soccer League have collapsed. 

Exit — the Dallas Tornadoes, Atlanta Chiefs, 
Calgary Bloomers, California Surf, Los Angeles 
Aztecs, Minnesota Kicks and Washington Dip- 
lomats to name a few. 

And as a result, the NASL will start its 16th season 
with only 14 participating teams. 

Last season it had 21 teams and the season 
before 24. 

A number of reasons have been given for the 
demise of the pro game in America and include:- 
* poor television ratings. 

* rising costs at a time of economic recession. 

* an unexpected decline in attendances. 

* the failure of the US national team to reach the 
World Cup Finals in Spain. 

* a complete miscalculation by the NASL in decid- 
ing to expand the competition rapidly. 

Last season the clubs lost an amazing total of 
around $30 million. 

While the money was flowing out the window last 
season, the American Broadcasting Corporation 
ended its agreement to televise matches. 

And many owners decided it was time to cut their 
losses. 

During the past few seasons, the ABC television 
network carried selected games, but dropped its 
option after the ratings fell. 

The rapid expansion of the American competition 
began in 1975 when superstars such as Pele and 
Franz Beckenbauer joined Cosmos.

Their whole system was built on superstars such 
as Pele and Beckenbauer and when they retired, 
there was no other big names to fill the vacuum and 
attract the crowds. 

Now the Yanks are trying to speed up the 
“Americanisation” of their game by the develop- 
ment of home grown players.

For while the pro game in America is struggling to 
$ arvive, Soccer at junior and college level is boom- 
ing and getting bigger and bigger. 

Last year, the US national youth team made the 
finals of the FIFA Coca-Cola World Youth Cup 
played here in Australia. 

This was a tremendous boost to the game at 
youth level in the US and a big pointer to the future 
for the planners of the game there. 

Commissioner Woosnam is on record as saying: 
“The key to the future of the game is the develop- 
ment of US and Canadian players. At last we have 
the makings of good national teams and by the next 
World Cup in 1986 and the Youth Cup finals next 
jer our teams should be capable of making these 
inals.””

Spain’s footballers, under pressure from club 
chairmen, backed out of their intended strike 
recently, and only three clubs were forced to 
field make-shift sides. 

The players were seeking to resolve a long-standing 
financial dispute with their clubs, and had previously 
threatened to strike till the end of the football season in 
two weeks. 

The wealthy Real Madrid promoted players from the 
second division side (Castilla Madrid). 

The title race is wide open, with only two points 
separating the top three clubs. 


WEST GERMANY 


The country had its eyes turned towards the 
cup semi-finals, which produced a surprising 
but undeniable win for F.C. Nuremberg, lying 
13th in the table, over S.V. Hamburg. 

A penalty in the 58th minute and a header in the 68th 
minute by Nuremburg knocked Hamburg out of the 
Cup. 

Nuremburg will now play Bayern Munich in the final 
to be staged in Frankfurt on May 1. x 

Bayern Munich are obviously Cup favourites, having 
won the Cup five times alee: and are aiming to 
crack the double of the Cup and the League champion- 
ship. 

West Germany's star Karl-Heinz Rummenigge, to- 
gether with Bayern captain Paul Breitner, are two of 
the big guns that Nuremburg will have to overcome if 
they are going to be successful in the Cup Final. 

A big crowd is anticipated in Frankfurt. 


ITAL 


Fiorentina’s star striker, 20-year-old Daniele 
Massaro, won his first national cap for Italy 
when he won selection for Italy’s friendly World 
Cup warm-up match last Wednesday with East 
Age at Leipzig, which the Germans won 1- 


Massaro replaced Fiorentina’s and Italy's leading 
goal-scorer this season, Roberto Pruzzo. 

World Cup manager, Enzo Bearzot, visualises his 
main striking force for Italy as being Roberto Bettega 
and Paolo Rossi, who will soon be eligible to play for 
Italy after serving a two-year suspension for the alleged 
involvement in a bribery scandal back in 1980. 


WEST GERMANY 


The former West German World Cup captain 
and a legend in world Soccer, Franz Becken- 
bauer, was discharged from hospital last Wed- 
nesday morning, but it is most unlikely that 
he’ll ever play again in the Bundesliga. 

The Kaiser, as he is commonly known in German 
Soccer, entered hospital with a lacerated kidney 
suffered in a league match for Hamburg against 
Stuttgart last month. 

The 36-year-old former Bayern Munich and Cosmos 
star, with 103 German international caps to his credit, 
does not expect to resume training until the beginning 
of next month. 

Injury ruined Beckenbauer's hopes of a World Cup 
return in Spain next June, and he now faces never 
playing again in the league this year, his final season’in 
first division Soccer. 


This is a most sad happening, as one by one in 
recent years, Soccer has been losing world per- 
sonalities who are irreplaceable, eg: Pele, Charlton, 
Best, Cruyff, Domazos and Eusebio. 

No matter what the sport, such world-famous rare 
talents are vitally precious to the code. They win the 
hearts of millions and their name alone is strong 
enough to fill the biggest stadiums in the world. 


GREECE

At last the North American Soccer League 
has fallen into line with the rest of the world. 

The various strange interpretations of the rules 
which apply in America have been scrapped. In future, 
teams will heed instructions from FIFA, which has tried 
for many years to make the NASL accept normal 
international Laws of the Game. 


The NASL has been allowing three substitutes in 
each team and has also used a 35 yards offside line, 
defying FIFA orders. 


Now a letter has been received from the USA 
Federation assuring FIFA that in the new NASL season, 
which started this month, the recognised Laws of the 
Game would be strictly applied. 


FIFA general secretary, Sepp Blatter, said: “We are 
pleased with the outcome of this matter. It could have 
had serious consequences on the development of the 
game in the United States. We congratulate the United 
States Soccer Federation on its courageous interven- 
tionand authority.” 


The NASL will not like the change but, without 
defying its own national federation and also FIFA, there 
was no alternative.

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THIS CRAZY AMPOL CUP!

Events during the past week have just about turned the 1982 NSW 
Ampol Cup into a farce. 


It wasn’t enough that the 
draw came out only about 
two weeks before the start 
of the series. 

Then the first games 
kicked off — 35 minutes 
each way, with the compet- 
ing teams informed in the 
dressing rooms. 

Later it was switched 
back to 45 minutes, and 
once again no-one was 
aware of it. 

Four of the six PSL clubs 
(Wollongong and Marconi 
the exceptions) and one 
State League club (River- 
wood) decided to field re- 
serve teams for at least one 
match. 

Then we had two quar- 
ter-final games postponed 
with hardly anyone aware 
of the switch. 

Also, the lights went out 
in not one, but two 
matches! 

However the saddest 
events came after last Wed- 
nesday night’s semi-finals. 

After St George had 
earned a place in the final, 
Frank Arok, the coach, 
said his team weren’t going 
to play in the final if it was 
held on Friday night, April 
23, as scheduled. 

However, he was quickly 
pushed into the back 
ground. 

The second semi-final 
ended with Croatia vic- 
torious over Blacktown Ci- 


ty on penalties after the 
sides were locked 0-0 after 
90 minutes normal time and 
20 minutes extra-time. 

However, after the 
period of extra-time, re- 
feree Peter Rampley led 
the teams from the field 
into the dressing rooms. 

Not that the players left 
readily. I think they thou- 
ght there should have been 
penalties. So did the 4,000- 
odd spectators, with the 
ground announcer contin- 
ually telling everyone to 
stay where they were. 

So the players went in — 
and a couple from both 
sides got under the showers 
and removed their boots. 

Then, after about four 
minutes, referee Rampley, 
by now informed by a NSW 
Soccer Federation official 
that penalties had to be 
taken, ordered the players 
back out. 

Blacktown’s players 
came out first, but Croatia 
coach Fil Bottalico wasn’t 
happy with Mr Rampley’s 
decision and tried to keep 
his players off the field. 

Of course Croatia won 
the penalties — always a 
cruel way to end a match 
which has proved so even. 

But the Demons, after 
sending their players out 
first, had the ace card up 
their sleeve. c 

They appealed to the 


Federation for a replay on 
the basis of the precedent 
set in the Philips Cup Can- 
berra-Sydney Olympic mat- 
ch last year, when the same 
thing happened — players 
were sent to the dressing 
room and then orderec 
back out by referee Tim 
Davies to take penalty 
kicks. 

Sydney Olympic ap- 
pealed and won a replay on 
the ruling that a game is 
over once the referee has 
signalled the end and sent 
the teams from the field. 

Blacktown put their ap- 
peal in on Thursday, an- 
djon that same day, a re- 
play was ordered by the 
NSW Federation executive. 
after seeking the advice of 
the Australian Soccer Fed- 
eration. 

Croatia have now ap- 
pealed against the decision 
to hold a replay, planned 
for tomorrow (Wednes- 
day), and that was schedu- 
ted to be heard by the appe- 
als committee last night. 

Tony Topic, the presi- 
dent of Croatia, said the 
club won't compete in a 
replay. 

“Why do we have to 
suffer for someone else’s 
mistakes?” Topic asked. 
“We won't be there on 
Wednesday — unless some- 
one is suspended. 

“*Someone must be 


blamed. It’s not our fault. 
They told us to take penal- 
ties, and we did.” 

Topic is right. If 
Croatia’s appeal is dismis- 
sed and the replay goes 
ahead, someone must be 
punished for what hap- 
pened last Wednesday. 

Either the referee or a 
Federation official(s) 
should be wrapped over the 
knuckles for the break- 
down. x 
¢ Blacktown may get their 
replay. They may still be 
losers. 
¢ With the number of in- 
juries in the Croatia camp 
(seven), the last thing they 
want is another match.

TITLE AN OPEN RACE

The 1982 season will certainly go down as the most interesting and hardest contested for many years.

How often do you see two or even 
three balls on the park at the same 
time, and this of course is the biggest 
problem, as players and referees so 
often get confused. 

| have also seen games being lost 
simply because an extra ball was 
thrown on the park — after a team has 
taken a quick throw-in or free-kick — 
and after scoring, play was pulled back 
because the referee felt that the sec- 
ond ball was interfering with play. 

Now, you might not think that this is 
a valid agrument, but believe me, it’s 
worth looking into.
